During several weeks past there bus 


been much bpecnlation in the minds of 
ftew Yorkers as to whether General 
Grant's body would remain or be re- 
moved from the State. 
These doubts 


grew out of the recently-published itate- 
meut, attributed to Hon. J. B. Chaffep, 
to the effect that the family of General 
Grant did not wiuh the General's body 
to remain in the city, and that Congress 
at its next session would take action in 
the matter. lu 
order to make sure 


about the matter, the Grant Monument 
Association decided to take action in 
the matter, and on the IGth inst Mayor 
Grace, us its Vice President, wrote a 
letter to Mrs. Grant, stating the rumora 
at some length, saying they wera likely 
to interfere seriously with the raising of 
funds for the monument, and liaising 
her to make a positive and definite 
stutemeut ou the subject, to be given 
io the public. Her reply is appunded: 


NEW YOBK, October 29.—DEAD SIB: 


Your letter of the 16th came during my 
absence, and was seen on my return 
from Long Branch. Uiver-.icU was se- 
lected by myself uud family as the bur- 
ial place of uiy husband, General Grant; 
first, because I believed New York waa 
his preference; second, it is neaierthe 
residence which I hope to occupy while 
I live, and where I wilt be ablu to visit 
his resting place often; third, I have 
believed, and am now convinced, that 
the tomb will be visited by as many of 
bis Lvmntiymen here as it would at any 
other ylaee, and fourth, the offer of a 
park lu New York wab tb« first which 
observed and unreservedly granted the 
only condition imposed by General 
Grant himself, namely that I should 
have a place by his side. I am sir, very 
respecttully, " 
JUHA. D. GBANT.

The Carson Appeal says: 
The busy hum of the Senatorial bee 


buzzing iu the bonnets of several parties 
is now heard all over this coast. A 
good many men claim to be thoroughly 
posted as to the combinations being 
made, but the Appeal has yet to find a 
man who could advance any good reason 
for the faith that was in him. 
Senator 


Stewart is just now prominently before 
the people as an advocate of the silver 
interests of this State. 
The Silver State charges that he, 


while iu the Senate, voted for John 
Sherman's bill to pay the bond-holders 
in coin, as well as lor the bill passed in 
1873 to demonetize silver and limit its 
legal tender quality to five dollars. This 
is a serious charge against Stewart, and 
as yet, however, it is only a matter of 
newspaper rumor, as the Silver State 
presents nothing to substantiate the 
statement. 
The matter, however, should be inves- 


tigated before the horse is saddled and 
bridled and taken out on the track. The 
Kepublican party should recognize the 
sort of race before it, and settle upon 
some man whose record cannot success- 
fully be assailed. 
The charges against 


Stewart should be investigated by Ke- 
publicans before the carnpain begins, 
and the truth or falsity fully established. 


If men are running a big race for 


heavy stakes they do not enter horses 
which are not wholly sound in wind and 
limb. If the horse has gone lame it is 
best to know it before the starter's flag 
falls and the word is given to go. 
Rollin Daggett, John W. Mackay and 


W. S. Hobart are spoken of, but as yet 
no one has announced himself except 
Daggett. 
The various parties who are 


anxious for the Senatorial honors had 
better meet in a friendly way and ascer- 
tain how much strength each can count 
on. Let the strongest go into the fight 
squarely before the people, assisted by 
the others. 
The Bepublican party has thrown 


away easy things in politics here before 
now, and the leaders of the party ought 
to pro tit by the experiences of the pust. 


The San Francisco Call says: 
The drift of Washington political gos- 


sip is that Senator Sherman will con- 
centrate all his strength to secure u 
united Ohio delegation in the next He- 
publican National Convention. His op- 
ponent in Ohio Bepublican politics has 
been ex-Governor Foster, who has a 
burning ambition to be Senator. It is 
now said to be Sherman's purpose to 
give Foster the Senatorship when his 
present term expires, and in this way 
secure Foster's influence in 1888. 
It is 


probable, also, that Senator Sherman 
has some consideration for the general 
assumption that a United States Senator 
cannot lie ele. ted to the Presidency. 
The experience of "United States Sen- 
ators has been that some comparatively 
dark horse came in and carried off the 
prize. Sherman, Oogkling, Elaine arid 
Edmunds are recent instances of ill 
success in this line of natural ambition. 
The Senate is naturally the nursery of 
Presidents,. It is the highest political 
honor which can be conferred by a State 
upon a favorite son, and tenure in the 
hue of natural precedence than the Su- 
preme Couit or diplomatic sarvioe. One 
would suppose that a President would 
be selected from this chamber in which 
the highest talent and ripest experience 
are congregated. But the trouble is that 
the Senators think so themselves. Every 
man of them is a Presidential aspirant 
of more or less prominence. There i» 
probably not cue who has not thought 
out a contingency in which he may be 
selected as the most available candidate. 
A Senator always bus nome influence 
with the delegation of his own State to 
the National Convention of his party, 
and in 'runny eases this influence is ex- 
erted against any Senator but himself. 
SherinaD, probably, will gain some 
points of advantage by allowing Foster 
to be elected Senator next Winter. On 
the 4th of March Sherman will become 
an ex-Senator, with the prestige of hav- 
ing made a Senator. Foster is not yet 
a Presidential aspirant, and with his 
present ambition satisfied mriy piove a 
valuable aid to Sherman. The two 
combined would doubtless secure for 
Sherman a united vote from the Ohio 
delegation. From present appearances 
Sherman is the only man from a large 
State who will go into the next Republi- 
can Convention with a united delegation 
behind bira. Evarts can hardly hope 
to secure more than a fair majority in 
New York, and there is no strong Ke- 
publican candidate in Pennsylvania. 
Illinois will present Logan with a more 
or less close approach to unanimity, 
and Indiana may present Harrison. Bnt 
Sherman, with a united delegation from 
Ohio at his back, would be a strong can- 
didate.
